Kaiser Opens 
Second Fontana 
Blast Furnace 


Kaiser Steel Corporation swelled 


its contribution to western indus- 
trial growth by 
second blast furnace at its Fon- 
tana steel plant yesterday. 


“plowing in” a 


Although the event was un- 
marked by fanfare or ceremony, 
it is a significant step in the 
West’s industrial progress for it 
increases Fontana’s pig iron ca- 
pacity to 2,400 tons a day and 
doubles the potential pig iron ca- 
pacity of the Pacific Coast. 

Representing an investment of 
17 million dollars in private cap- 
ital by Kaiser Steel Corporation, 
the new blast furnace was com- 
pleted in slightly less than 10 
months, under the supervision of 


DUPLICATE 

Named “Bess No. 2,” after Mrs. 
Henry J. Kaiser, the furnace is 
an almost exact duplicate of ‘Bess 
No. 1,” which began producing on 
Dec. 31, 1943. 

Henry J. Kaiser, president of 
Kaiser Steel, declared: 

“Fontana has demonstrated 
that pig iron and steel can be 
produced on the West Coast effi- 
ciently and at low cost. Our blast 
furnace operators have established 


production records which are aC-{poulevard, Cucamonga j

knewledged to be outstanding in 
the steel industry. | 


INCREASED PAY ROLLS 


“The number of new factories 
and businesses that will be drawn 
to California by the expanding 
Fontana steel plant will mean a 
substantial increase in employ- 
ment, pay rolls and commerce.” 

The new furnace incorporates a 
number of refinements which are 
the result of six years of operation 
of “Bess No. 1.” The three stoves 
in which the air blast is preheated 
to 1,600 degrees before it enters 
the furnace, are 100 féet in height 
as compared to 115 feet for the 
first set of stoves. 

The discovery that Fontana’s 
iron ore, mined in the rich Eagle 
Mountain area in Riverside Coun- 
ty, produces less slag than most 
ores, has permitted a reduction 
in the length of the slag pits from 
500 feet to 400 feet. Stockbins 
are constructed of structural steel 
as compared to the concrete bins 
built for the first furnace, which 
was erected at a time when steel 
was scarce. 

Accompanying the new furnace 
is a battery of 45 Koppers-Becker 
by-product coke ovens, giving 
Fontana a total of 135 ovens with 
an annual capacity of 515,000 net 
tons of coke, utilizing high-quality 
coking coal obtained from the 
Kaiser Mines at Sunnyside, Utah. 

Besides increasing coke capacity 
by 50 per cent, the new ovens add 
substantially to the production of 
valuable by-products such as creo- 
sote oil, sulphate of ammonia for 
fertilizer, benzol, phenol, xylol and 
other basic chemicals.
